The Capital of Ircland In Union Square—
The Fenian Fizzle.

Not maeny months ngo there was an organin-
tion of Irishmen in this gounrtry so considerable
a8 to excite the spprehensions of a Government
three thousand miles away. That ereenization
wns not merely reapeetable, whether viewed in
rezard to its elements or its obleats, b was justly
entitled to be ealled great, It I no hyperbole
to0 say that It bhad the sworn fealty of a lnrger
number of men than have been massed in any
slogle wrmy In moedern times; and they are men
whom mililary experts would declare the best
material of which soldiers can be made,

1t had the carnest wishes and the roady con-
trbution of the whole living genoration o Irish
emigrants in this country, as well as of the ehil-
dren born here of generations ol Irish emb
grnnts that have passed awnv. Nover were
Poter's penoe paid with such forvent good will

tule in Ireland, and in their aspleations for the

freedom of their country and their hatred of an

The Fenlan Brotherhood had money enough
to beain with, plenty of men, and & talr gaid
betore ', Under compelent loaders it micht
have made iteell p great pume, and it would not
hy arvy menns bo the most wonderfal thing in
hictors if it pod accomplished its object, Dat it
had loolieh lenders, and the greatest power ever
obgnuiztd for the venefit of Irsland wis squan-
dered, Bpendtbhrit simpletons fritterad it nway
until thare Is only enough 1eft to langh at, By
such operations ns the establishment of the
Union square headquariers they set on thelr
movements the stamp of hambug and folly,
They gave notier that their alleged ohjoot was
not their real ohject; that they had yverslittle
tnopght for Irelsnd and & great deal of thousht
for themselves, and that they would be abun-
dnotly satiefied with the reeult of \hetr lnbors 1f
the homage and admiration of their deluded fol-
lowers would sutticlently fiatrer their vauity aod
pay their bille. ANl the world knows very will,
and has plenty of exmmples to show, that earnost
purpose pever makes parade of ita powor—docs
ol hope or try to carry things by blustor, and
does not strike attitudes aond bonst of whut it
wi'l do, but goer knd does it.

Oyrog the youneer was o practien]l Fenian, He
organlzed in'a forvign ﬂmhlr\. anud aln distancn,
In fact, greater than the width ol the Atlantie,
an expedition againes the emplre of Persin, He
marelied hits force into his enomy's country, and
fought ngreat battle tor hig purpose, The Fenlan
struggles will never be clussed in history with
the expedition of Cyrus, But the Irish eapital 1
Union equare has one historioal parallel.

He was oo busy with his 1oy -<lus capital
of Epngland st St Germnin.  There he losded it
gver & court of more or less brillinney. There
he made and numide ministers, and deposed
surh a secretary a8 Bolingbrowe., There he
ruled & realm just lurge enough for s abill-
ties, and the Fenlun leaders do the sime i
Union square.

dusteios, one valuable souree of demaod and
consumption for every sgricultural and muou-
fncturing product. It i3 esscotially o home-
trade, and 11 i nska no protection Bhould be
placed under no dispbilities.

For those nrticles which are sent abroad we
shall be most ligely to obtatn good prices whon
our markets, by being well supplied, attrapt the
areptest number of customers,

It will be more prudent to place u moderato
doty upon Canadian ogts and barley, and other
articles which are consumed bere, than upon
when' or woy other artsele which we munufue.
ture oy send sbroad,

who perished mireinbly from  starvation, be-
canes the gods had granted his prayer, that all
he tonched might turn to gold,  Inetead of
clothing, the tailor would rather have beel or
ftour from the farmer, and cash or iron-work
from tho blscksmith, His profits, as well ns
thelrs, ariee out of the complote absence of ‘'re-
ciprooity” tn  specinl nrlicles. Thoere js not »
four<orner storekoeper of Vermont, uniess he {s

the leading axiom or loundation and ultimate
periection ol ull reasoning on politieal economy.

The emburrassments aald to have ansen from
the treaty to our own system of tarill and lnger
nal revenue exist more m the indeftizable as-
severation ol the present Chairman of the Come
mittee on Ways and Means than in reality.
There is scarcely an ariicle named in the treaty
which can properly be a subject of miternal
revenie, They are chiofly the eommon neces-
saric= of e, Wheat, flour, coal, and timher,
at least, shotlld never, directly or indirectly, be
made subjeols of monopoly or taxontwon by sny
Btato or by the nation.

The benetits resulting from  wise treaties of
commerce dre ndmitied by the goncurrent testi-
mony of the leading nations ol modern times,
No political movemene = doing more good or
making greater progress among mankind, No
temporary obstacle to thxing conl or flouris to
be weighed in the balunce against the permanent
benetit= of these treatics, Nor ean * reciprocal
legislation”—a  remporary  decree—afford the
mutual benefits which will result from a more
stable system pnd mutunl agreement,  An unset-
tled rule, depending upon the whin or eaprics
ol both parties, ean never adeguately develop the
trivde of the counteies. Indeed, 1t was the sng-
gegtion or decree of Mr. Mornll, only when he
tound how formidable and emphatically expres-
sive wore the domestic interests opposed 10 an
exclusive system with the Provinces, The West
wants Canadian ruilvoads, rivers, and canale;
